REMARKS 


The Office Action dated April 7, 2008 has been carefully considered. Claims 4, 5 and 14 
have been amended. Claim 14 has been canceled. Claim 17 has been added. Claims 1-13 
and 15-17 are in this application. 

Claims 1-3 and 6-13 were allowed. 

The previously presented claim 4 was rejected as informal. Applicants have amended 
claim 4 to obviate the Examiner's objection. 

The previously presented claim 5 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 as indefinite as 
including a broad range together with a narrow range. Apphcants have canceled the narrower 
range from claim 5. Accordingly, withdrawal of this rejection is respectfiiUy requested.
